T H E T H R O W IN G ART. 
Plain cdrcular articles, such as cups 
and bowls, and in some cases Jugs and 
tea pots, are made on the potter’s 
wheel by the thrower. 
This wheel is 
the oldest mechanical contrivance con­ 
nected with the art of pottery, says 
A rthur Jenkins, Jr., in an Interesting 
article. 
The thrower receives from 
his assistant a ball of clay, which he 
throws on the head of the horizontal 
lathe before him and presses it with 
both hands, the rotary movement caus­ 
ing the clay to rise in the form of a 
stalk or cone, which he then depress­ 
es and again allows to rise. 
When 
the clay Is thus ready he inserts his 
thumb into the mass, molding and 
fashioning the outsides with the other 
hand. 
In this way cups and bowls 
are formed. 
Formerly all cups and 
hollow pieces were made on the wheel 
fn modern times the greater part of 
these objects are made in molds, which 
not only Insure correctness In size 
but admit of patterns being embossed 
on the surface without extra labor to 
the workman. 
The mold absorbs Buffi 
d e n t moisture from the clay to allow 
It to become detached. 
It is then 
ready for the turner, who fixes the 
ware upon his lathe and treats it much 
the same as he would a piece of wood 
or metal. 
He finishes the edge and 
foot, and where necessary he finishes 
the outside surface. 
The next process 
deals with the fixing of handles. These 
are pressed Into molds which also un 
dergo a process of trim ming and fit 
ting. 
A little liquid clay is applied to 
the handle, which is then fixed onto 
the cup or vase. 
This clay cements 
the two and being of the same m ater 
ial unites the two when burnt in the 
oven. 
All objects requiring 
handles 
are dealt with in this way. 
For the 
manufacture of plates or any circular 
article, the process 
entirely 
differs 
from the above. 
The clay is weighed into balls, which 
are beaten out into flat circles, like 
pancakes. 
The mold that gives the 
form to the face of the plate or sauc­ 
er Is fixed on a horizontal lathe called 
a jigger. 
It is then covered with a 
Use of clay, which is pressed firmly 
onto the mold whilst it revolves very 
quickly. 
The workman then takes a 
tool railed a profile, fitted to the edge 
of the mold, and which on being press­ 
ed In the center causes the foot to 
rise In a perfect circle. 
The mold 
with the plate upon it is then placed 
In a stove to dry. 
W hen the heat 
causes the plate to contract from the 
mold it Is taken off and finished in a 
semi-dry state. The plate Is now ready 
for burning, whilst the mold is recharg­ 
ed. 
The m anufacture of soup tureens. 
ewers, basins, etc., is called hollow 
ware pressing. 
These articles are all 
made In molds. 
The workman first 
prepares a slab of clay, and having 
carefully placed It In the mold he boss­ 
es It with a wet sponge, and presses 
It into every line of the pattern. When 
the clay contracts the piece is easily 
removed.

He finishes the edge and 
foot, and where necessary he finishes 
the outside surface. 
The next process 
deals with the fixing of handles. T hese 
are pressed Into m olds which also un­ 
dergo a process o f trim m ing and fit­ 
ting. 
A little liquid clay Is applied to 
the handle, which Is then fixed onto 
the cup or vase. 
T his clay cem ents 
the two and being of the sam e m ater­ 
ia! unites the tw o when burnt In the 


I oven. 
All objects requiring 
handles 
are dealt with in this way. 
For tho 
m anufacture o f plates or any circular 
article, the process 
entirely 
differs 
from the above. 
The clay is weighed into halls, which 
are beaten out into flat circles, like 
pancakes. 
The mold that gives the 
form to the face of the plate or sauc­ 
er is fixed on a horizontal lathe called 
la jigger. 
It is then covered with a 
'Use of clay, which Is pressed firmly 
onto the mold w hilst it revolves very 
quickly. 
The workman then takes a 
tool railed a profile, fitted to the edge 
[of the mold, and which on being press­ 
ed In the center causes the foot to 
rise in a perfect circle. 
T he mold 
with the plate upon it is then placed 
In a stove to dry. 
W hen the heat, 
causes the plate to contract from the 
mold it is taken off and finished in a 
[semi-dry state. The plate is now ready 
for burning, w hilst th*' mold is recharg­ 
e d . 
The m anufacture of soup tureens. 
ewers, basins, etc., is called hollow 
ware pressing. 
T hese articles are all 
m ade In m olds. 
The workman first 
prepares a slab of clay, and having 
carefully placed it in the mold he boss­ 
es it with a w et sponge, and presses 
It into every line of the pattern. W hen 
the clay contracts the piece is easily 
removed.

mits the United States government to 
exercise tho moat complete jurisdic­ 
tion thereupon. 
The United States 
m.iv fortify the line and the term inal 
And ii may police it with troops. 
Then Hie two terminal cities of 
Panama and Colon pass completely 
under 
United 
States 
jurisdiction - 
which incidentally Involves the estab­ 
lishment of a new capital for the re­ 
public of Panama outside of the canal 
strip. 
The money consideration is un­ 
derstood to be the same, only Panama 
instead of Colombia is to receive the 
910,000,000. 
And the canal is to bo 
neutral and open to all nations on 
even terms. 
The keynote of the treaty is the 
provision in one of the very first arti­ 
cles by which Panama cedes to the 
United States whatever stand or lands 
throughout the republic of Panama 
this government shall find desirable 
in connection with the building or tho 
operation and 
maintenance of the 
canal. 
In addition the treaty gives i i 
the United States absolute sovereignty 
over the canal strip, which comprise* 
between 8 and IO miles on each sid<- 
of the canal. 
Within this zone the 
power of the United States is as abso­ 
lute as if the zone were part and par­ 
cel of this country. 
It is stated that the Panama com­ 
mission. which is now here, has been 
empowered to ratify the treaty, and 
this action may occur within the next 
48 hours or sooner.
